Henry Ford Was 


Fascinating, But 
Difficult to Follow

Detroit, April 8—(AP)—Henry 


Ford, tall, and gaunt almost to 
the point of emaniation, was a 
man of deep-seated convictions, 
with many friends, some enemies

For one thing, an 
average 1000-pound steer produces only 543 
pounds of meat and 161 pounds of by-products, 
both cdjble and inedible. In processing there is 
unrecoverable shrink and waste of 296 pounds. 
\\e also have the costs of "disassembling" live 
animals into meat, refrigeratinc, transporting to 
market, and delivery to retail stores. Tbe 
spread covers also retailers'costs and profits- 
plus a profit for the meat packer which averages 
only a small fraction of a cent per pound of prod- 
uct handled.

eggs, the poultry producers in 
these countries won't get the 
blame for them. 


It wasn't many years ago that 


Cubans did the same thing. They 
needed eggs, but they wanted to 
protect their own egg industry. 
So eggs shipped in from the United 
States all had to be marked 
"USA". 


It kept the Cuban" from con- 


fusing the U.S. eggs from those 
that were produced in Cuba. 


But the result was hardly what 


they expected: Buyers soon found 
out that the eggs stamped USA 
were fine eggs, and they were in 
great demand. 


The same thing could happen 


again. 


Whether, it does or not will de- 


pend on the quality of the eggs 
. we ship abroad. 


They're all being oil-processed 


and they're. shipped under refriger- 
ation. So. from that standpoint, 
everything possible is being done 
to maintain their quality. 


The big loss in quality comes1 


between the time an egg is laid 


and the time it is put under refrig- 
eration. And that's where you 
come in, because you're the person 
who can control the quality during 
that time.

Eggs can be kept for 'a week 


where it's cool (under 50°) and 
still show little loss in quality. 
Broken 
out, 
boiled, 
fried 
or 


poached, they still compare very 
favorable with a new-laid egg. 


But if they're left 
where 
it's 


warm (80° or over) the freshness 
is gone even before you get around 
to selling them. And a Jot of 
people still keep the egg case in 
the "kitchen. That may 
£.% handy, 


but it's hard in thz eggs. 


They should be kept where it's 


cool — not only in the summer 
time, but the year around. 


Circumstances have opened a lot 


of new markets for us, including 
some foreign markets. A lot of 
people shrug their shoulders and 
say, 
"Oh, that export business 


won't last long.'' And it certainly 
won't if we take that attitude. 


If we consider it an opportunity 


and make the most of that oppor- 
tunity by giving these new cus- 
tomers the very best eggs we 
possibly can, it may be a different 
story.

Ridiculous Conclusion 


Dr. Harlow Shapley, the Har- 


vard astronomer, may be forgiven 
a rather bitter attitude 
toward 


some of our lawmakers and law- 
making processes. Not so long ago 
he .was the victim of some humili- 
ating, indefensible treatment by 
Rep. John Rankin of the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee, who subjected Doctor Shapley 
to a one-man star chamber grilling. 


But Doctor Shapley's unhappy 


experience seems to have led him 
to a. conclusion which is overly 
pessimistic. This is a belief, stated 
at a Progressive Citizens of Amer- 
ica meeting in New-York, that it 
would be but a step from outlaw- 
ing the Communist Party to out- 
lawing Catholic and other minority 
group organizations. 


This is 
confusing • totalitarian 


with democratic methods. Perhaps 
Doctor Shapley fand those 
who 


share his vie\vs could add to their 
peace of rnhid by reflecting on a 
few truths which are scarcely open 
to serious contradiction. 


Ours is a democratic republican 


government; and there is no im- 
mediate likelihood of a change in 
its form. Elected officials, through 
misguided zeal, occasionally at- 
tempt autocratic, dictatorial meth- 
ods such as were used on Doctor 
Shapley. But such officials form a 
very small minority.

The New Dealers 
thought they could make everyone 
equally acceptable socially — A 
cruel defecf in their reasoning, im- 
>ossible of enforcement. Equality 
could not be attained any more so- 
cially than all people can be pro- 
vided economically thr same. This 
was their common distortion of the 
Constitutional guarantee of com- 
mon economic liberty to do things 
for yourself. The Constitution did 
not guarantee wealth—only legal 
right to pursue same. It did not 
guarantee happiness—only legal 
opportunity to pursue same. It did 
not amend all the greater laws of 
God or nature—but acted in con- 
sonance with same. 


The New Dealers 
might 
say 


these Constitutional rights were 
granted only to an 
extent—and 


Constitutional liberty was granted 
only'to an extent "compatible with 
liberty, justice and economic se- 
curity for their fellows". This is 
true enough, but not in their mean- 
ing or in the illegical 
deductive 


reasoning they draw 
from 
the 


plain fact. Their reasoning de-

teen questioned and harassed by 
ill-informed officials on suspicion 
of Communist sympathies. But it 
is a long- step from such extralegal 
harassment to the full-dress pro- 
cess of 'drafting- and enacting- a 
law and, if necessary, testing its 
constitutionality.

Catholicism: and communism are

President 
and Congress and electors to sug- 
gest that this dissimilarity is not 
recognized. 
- The true character of the Com- 
munist Party is clearly revealed 
in its—wailable literature, in its 
day-to-day activities. 


Unquestioning discipline, school- 


ing in revolutionary techniques. 
tireless work, and American in- 
nocence and apathy have enabled 
the party to make such inroads as 
it has upon American vfe. Revolu- 
tionary efforts were . postponed 
during the war for obvious reas- 
ons. ISTow the wraps are off. Any 
means, including the most extrav- 


atrdys the plain, simple original 
meaning.

You can see this in the following 


considerations: The Constitutional 
guarantees were written under the 
theory that the broadest possible 
doctrine was necessary to provide 
freedom for the individual; where 
as the New Dealers argue that the 
least freedom for the individual is 
apt to be necessary to make it 
compatible with state necessities. 
The original Constitutional theory 
was that the least government is 
the best government; 
the New 


Dealers believe the most govern- 
ment may be the best government. 
The two theories are exactly op- 
posite. 


The Constitution did not pretend 


to be the last -word. It was amend- 
ed before the ink was dull and has 
been amended 22 times since, but 
,it did have a theory -which was 
never amended. This was the the- 
ory that the voluntary actions of 
free individuals brought better 
living results than the actions im- 
posed on individuals by leaders. 
One man could not know" it all. To 
gain'this professed and desired re- 
sult, -it restrained individual lib- 
erty only to make it compatible 
with the simplest common neces- 
sities of the state. Freedom ob- 


viously docs not mean u bJunk 
licenses to Individuals to murder 
pillage or even act against tin 
simple common necessities of so 
ciety, to walk on sidewalks and 
not spit in the street. We wanted 
order and progress and the Con- 
stitution tried to allow us to gain 
these ends by installing a rule in 
which the restraints were on those 
common!:- acceptable to the peo- 
ple—acceptable under their own 
free will. We passed such amend- 
ments as the one giving women the 
right to vote.* * * 


This was an exparfsion of Con- 


stitutional freedom, 
a' step de- 


signed to expand the original the- 
ory in the common interest. Once 
we adopted an amendment pro- 
hibiting the use of alcoholic liq- 
uors. We thought man should not 
have the right to drink 
if 
he 


chooses. We later considered this a 
mistake after some experience and 
repealed that 
amendment. Cer- 


tainly that amendment was re- 
strictive of individual liberty, mov- 
ing in a direction opposite the Suf- 
frage amendment. Prohibition was 


contraction of individual liberty, 


one we came to consider an un- 
natural one. The Suffrage amend- 
ment was a liberalization of the 
original theory. 


So I say until the professed lib- 


erals—the New Dealers who have 
'ormed "Americans 
For Demo- 


cratic Action"—leam the meaning 
)f the words liberalization and lib- 
jralism, their definitions will be 
ust as confusing and vague as the 
ecent pronouncement by their new 
group. ..See yesterday's column). 
How can they define what they do 
not know? Until they learn, they 
can never be liberal. 


The philosophy of the American 


system has been corrupted to an

almost pitch blackness with a 3r2 victory. 


Twenty-six innings of baseball: And Bob Woodyatt

Travelling at 
35 miles per hour, a fire one and 
a half miles from the station can 
be reached in three minutes.

hook and ladder truck depends 
upon the size of the city and the 
height of the buildings, but this 
apparatus is essential because it 
carries, beside the ladders, tools 
and equipment used at every fire 
and is the rescue part of a fire 
department. 


There are two types of hook and 


ladder trucks known" as Service 
Trucks 
and Aerial Trucks. 
A 


Service Truck carries 200 to 240 
feet of ladders ranging in length 
from 12 to 50 feet, ladders of more 
than 30 feet in length being ex- 
tension ladders. 
These 
ladders 


must be taken from the truck and 
carried to the point whez'e they 
will be' used and then raised by 
hand. 
The Aerial Truck carries 


an extension ladder 65 feet or 
more in length when extended, 
which is permanently attached to 
the truck and can be raised me- 
chanically by one man and placed, 
against the building. It also car- 
ries the same number of feet of 
ordinary ladders 
and 
extension 


ladders carried by the Service 
Truck. 
Both types of hook and 


ladder trucks carry all tools and 
equipment necessary for rescue 
work, for forcing an entrance in- 
to a building, ventilating, hoisting- 
hose to roofs or upper stories, 
portable lighting equipment, gas 
masks, tarpaulins for protecting 
materials against water damage 
and a small supply of hose. They 
also carry a deluge set whereby 
several lines of hose may be com- 
bined into one heavy stream for 
use at extremely large fires where 
small streams are not effective. 
One JLa<l(ier Truck to 3 Pumpers 


The proper proportion of ladder 


trucks to pumpers is one ladder 
truck to every three pumpers, or 
any fraction of three. 
Any city 


where fire or more buildings are 
three stories in height should have 
a ladder truck. In a city where 
five or more buildings are four 
stories or more in height, at least 
one truck should be an Aerial. The 
height of one story is' computed at 
12 feet, therefore a building whose 
height to the roof is over 40 feet 
must be considered a four story 
building, regardless of the actual 
number of floors. 
The advantage 


of an Aerial Truck is that the 
aerial ladder can. be raised to any 
height from 25 to 65 feet and plac- 
ed against a building by one man 
"n less than 30 seconds. It takes 
FIVE MEN two minutes to re- 
move a 50 foot extension ladder 
"rom the truck by hand, carry it 
'.o where it is to be used, raise, 
turn and place it against the build-

The need for fire apparatus and 


men increases with the size of a 
city and the height and density ot 
the buildings. Where the business 
and 
industrial 
section 
extents 


over many blocks, at least two 
pumpers and a ladder company 
should respond to eveiy alarm. At 
least one pumper and a ladder 
company should respond to every 
alarm in the residence district. 
This apparatus should be located 
so that at least one pumper and 
an aerial ladder truck are in the 
business district and at least two 
pumpers are stationed vnthm three 
quarters j of a mile of the business 
district. 
Other apparatus, if the 


size of the city requires it. should 
be stationed so that no building 
is more than one and one-half 
miles from the nearest engine com- 
pany. 


Pumpers 
boost 
the 
hydrant 


pressure of water up to the pres- 
sure necessary to give good work- 
ing- streams, but they cannot draw 
more water than the mains will 
hold or the water works supply. 
Six 1000 gallon pumpers are use- 
less if the water supply is only 
2000 gallons per minute, unless a 
lake or river is available within 
2000 feet from which water may 
be drawn. 
Dixon ha« a fire flow 


of 3500 gallons per rcinute in the 
business district. 


Two Fires May Occur at One 


Time 


There is always a possibility 


that two fires may occur air the 
same time. Therefore there should 
be at least one company that will 
not respond to any fire on a first 
alarm, and which can answer an 
alarm for a second fire. 
Where 


a fire reaches such proportions as 
to require services of all men and 
apparatus in the city, mutual aid 
Irorn nearby communities must be 
called, and that aid will supply a 
reserve for other fires as well as 
assistance at the main fire. 
A 


city which receives aid from its 
neighbors should likewise be able 
to furnish aid to its neighbors 
without endangering its own safe- 
ty- 


Smaller cities in rural districts 


furnish fire protection of a kind 
to the surrounding farm areas. 
This equipment is different and 
separate from city apparatus. 


Each pumper or ladder truck 


with its men is a company m 
charge of an officer. 
To operate 


a 1.000 gallon pumper to its full 
capacity requires one officer to di- 
rect the work, one driver who op 
crates the pump, three men for 
each of four lines of hose—a to- 
tal of fourteen men. 


An Aerial ladder company re- 


quires one officer, one driver, four 
axe men, four hook men, four lad- 
der men—a total of fourteen men. 


All of these men are assigned 


definite tasks. 


Dixon has one 1000 gallon pump- 


er, one 300 gallon pump (Com- 
munity Truck), a Chief and eight 
men. 
If a service ladder truck 


with men were added to this, it 
would be sufficient to take care 
of the needs of a town of 5000 
population.
